At a kick-off briefing on Monday to launch the Soviet 
Executive Program, Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, president of The 
George Washington University, welcomed 24 Soviet businessmen to 
the ranks of GW students during this "critical moment in both 
Soviet and American history." 

Trachtenberg's remarks refer to the Soviet government's 
recent "500 day plan" for a market economy. The businessmen face 
the formidable task of learning how to succeed in America's free 
enterprise system then transfering their new knowledge to the 
Soviet Union. The Soviet Executive Program, through GW's School 
of Business and Public Management Office of Professional 
Development, is specifically designed to meet the Soviet 
executives' needs. After a six-week orientation to the United 
States through the Meridian House International, they will study 
the latest in American marketing techniques, as well as courses 
in finance, labor relations and economics. A one-year 
internship with an American business will follow the year of 
study.

"For us to be able to help influence reforms in the Soviet 
economy is a great responsibility," said Trachtenberg. "These 
businessmen are here not only as students but as cultural bridge 
builders who will assist the Soviet Union, their individual 
careers and Americans with whom they will come in contact." 

"This program is an intensive form of study," added SBPM 
Dean Ben Burdetsky. "It is a tailored program for a particular 
student body with a strong on-the-job training component. Our 
goal is to shape their abilities to function effectively in this 
increasingly global economy." 

Many of the participants are members of the Soviet 
Association of Scientific and Engineering Societies (SASES). 

SASES and GW entered an agreement last fall to enable American 
companies to better deal with Soviet organizations and to create 
a network for future business relations. 

Alexander Belenky, director of advanced research control 
systems at The USSR Academy of Sciences, directed the recruitment 
of executives- and assisted in the program's curriculum 
development. 

"It seems to me that this program is the first milestone in 
a long journey of mutual understanding between Soviet and 
American businessmen," Belenky stated.

Record numbers of students are applying to The George 
Washington University National Law Center (NLC) and this year 
U.S. News & World Report ranked GW among the top 25 law schools 
in the country. 

According to the NLC admissions office, in 1990 the Center 
received the largest number of applications in its history. 

7,340 applications for the J.D. program alone. Of those students 
who applied and were admitted, 480 registered for classes this 
semester.

A blind person's best friend may be a seeing-eye dog. But 
for a quadriplegic, it's definitely a monkey. 

"Helping Hands," the national organization devoted to 
training monkeys to assist quadriplegics, has selected GW as its 
first collegiate partner to raise funds to train monkeys who will 
help quadriplegics live full, independent lives. 

Funds raised by the University's Interfraternity Council 
(IFC) and PanHellenic Association will pay the expenses for a 
baby monkey to live with a local family for three years. During 
this time, the monkey will be taught socialization skills 
necessary for living with humans. 

After socialization, the monkey will spend six months in 
training at a Helping Hands center where it will learn how to 
respond to special commands. The commands will teach the monkey 
such skills as transferring sandwiches or drinks from the 
refrigerator to a feeding tray, or putting tapes in the VCR.

The cost of socialization training will run approximately 
$3,000 per year. The six-month training period at Helping Hands 
is paid for by the organization. Following successful training, 
the monkey will be placed with a quadriplegic individual. There, 
the monkey will assist with daily tasks the disabled person might 
otherwise be unable to accomplish alone. 

The first fund raising event is an all-day softball 
tournament on Sunday, Oct. 14, at Potomac Park. The tournament 
will feature 25-30 teams of senators and members of Congress, 
University administrators, fraternity members as well as local 
businesses and law firms. Each team donates a fee to 
participate. 

The students have enlisted the help of other local 
organizations. In addition to the University, businesses such as 
Ramada Renaissance, Russ Toys and Smart Foods are making 
financial and product contributions to the monkey effort. The 
IFC and PanHellenic Association also will be raffling prizes on 
campus to raise additional funds. 

The IFC represents the University's 13 fraternities and the 
PanHellenic Association encompasses 10 sororities. Both groups 
hope to raise enough money to place a monkey with a local family 
by next year.

PC'S FIRST 21ST CENTURY SCHOLARS ENROLL AT GW 

District high school graduates David Alladin and Sasha King 
are the first recipients of The George Washington University's 
21st Century Scholarship Program. Both students started their 
freshman year this semester and reside on campus. 

Announced during last year's Martin Luther King celebration, 
the $7 million scholarship program will enable up to 50 
academically gifted District high school students to attend GW 
tuition-free during the next decade. The scholarships also cover 
the cost of room and board, as well as fees, textbooks and other 
academic necessities. 

King, a 1990 graduate of Benjamin Banneker High School who 
ranked second in her graduating class, is undecided about her 
college major but committed to exploring foreign lands. During 
her junior high school year, she travelled to the African nation 
of Senegal as a youth ambassador with the Model United Nations, 
representing District schools. This past summer, she travelled 
through Europe. 

"It was one of the most amazing experiences of my life," 
says King. "I stayed with a Senegalese middle class family and 
learned how other types of people live."

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In addition to experiencing different cultures, King also 
has been active in theatre and community service in the District. 
Calling it one of her "favorite things to do," King has performed 
in school and local theatre productions since she was seven. Her 
stage credits include roles in productions by the Capitol Hill 
Arts Workshop as well as female parts in productions at local 
boys' schools. She also volunteered at Martha's Table, a local 
organization that provides food to the homeless. 

Alladin, a 1990 graduate of Calvin Coolidge High School, is 
now a student in GW's School of Engineering and Applied Science 
studying electrical engineering. He graduated in the top three 
percent of his class. 

An active student at Calvin Coolidge, he was senior class 
parliamentarian, secretary of the math club, vice president of 
the art club and a member of the national art honor society. 

An avid reader of science fiction, Alladin sees a role for 
the literature in his studies. "I like to read science fiction," 
he says, "because in those books there may be an idea that is 
applicable to the future." One of his many goals for the future 
is writing a science fiction novel of his own. 

During his freshman year, Alladin wants to further explore 
his hometown. "Even though I grew up in the city, near Takoma 
Park, there are many things and places in Washington, DC, that I 
have not learned about yet," he says.

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With the establishment of the 21st Century Scholarship 
Program, GW now has four separate programs, totaling more than 
$40 million, aimed at assisting District high school students 
wishing to attend college. 

In the Woodson High School Scholarship Program the 
University matches up to $4,000, any Federal National Mortgage 
Association (Fannie Mae) scholarship to a student from Woodson 
who attends GW. The Eastern High School Scholarship Program 
provides students with similar assistance in conjunction with 
"The Washington Post." During the past 20 years, GW has awarded 
DC students scholarships through its Educational Opportunity 
Program (EOP). Since its inception, the EOP program has provided 
$13 million to more than 850 District students.

After a year of planning and development, a new center 
designed to combine history with audiovisual media has been 
established at The George Washington University. Dubbed the 
Center for History in the Media, it will train historians in TV 
production, and television producers to use historical methods 
to help enhance the production of quality television documentary 
programming.

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A resident of Leningrad, Valery Alexeyev, 35, works in the 
sales department of the Leningrad Company for Foreign Travel, 
specializing in the Scandinavian market. He attended the State 
University in Leningrad and received a bachelor's degree in 
philology. 

Pavel Tenkayev, 28, has been the sales manager for the 
Leningrad Company for Foreign Travel since 1988. A graduate of 
the State University in Leningrad where he received a bachelor's 
degree in philology, Tenkayev has worked in the country's tourism 
industry since 1984. 

According to Donald Hawkins, professor of travel and tourism 
at GW, tourism has become the largest industry in the world. 

Many of the students enrolled in the University's Tourism 
Administration Program are officials in nations where tourism 
development is in its early stages. Nations represented include 
Egypt, India, Sri Lanka, Malaysia, Pakistan, Maldives, South 
Korea, China and Bangladesh. Students also hail from Spain, 
Japan, Germany, Belgium and Canada.

While the U.S. economy grows bleaker, the economics 
department at The George Washington University is quickly 
climbing the ranks. On the basis of research, "The Atlantic 
Economic Journal" ranked the University third in the area of 
international trade relations, placing it only behind the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology and Columbia University. 

The Journal also ranked the University 19th in the areas of 
national public finance and econometrics. 

In addition, the department was positioned 10th in the area 
of industry studies by the "Review of Industrial Organization," 
and was ranked 11th in domestic monetary and financial theory by 
the "Journal of Economic Education." 

"I am very pleased by the rankings. They are evidence of 
the high quality and research productivity of the department of 
economics' faculty," says department chair Brian Boulier. 

The rankings examine the number of pages that were published 
overall in the field of economics, as well as publications that 
address specific areas of the field, such as international trade. 
The surveys covered the years from 1980 to 1986.

NATIONAL LAW CENTER: LOOKING BACK ON 20 YEARS 

OF ENVIRONMENTAL LAW 

When the National Law Center's Environmental Law Program was 
established shortly after Earth Day in 1970, activism in 
environmental causes was high and Americans were looking to 
protect the environment from unnecessary harm. Lawyers and law 
students were no exception. 

In 1990, after the second Earth Day, the National Law 
Center's (NLC) Environmental Law Program celebrates its 20th 
anniversary. Concern over such issues as the Exxon Valdez oil 
spill, the effects of acid rain and global warming have 
revitalized nationwide interest in environmentalism. 

"As with many areas of the law, interest fluctuates over 
time," says Arnold Reitze, professor of law at the NLC and 
director of the program since its inception. "There definitely 
has been a rollercoaster interest in environmental law. As was 
the case after the first Earth Day, environmental law has become 
popular with law students again." 

According to Reitze, enforcement of environmental 
regulations declined during the Reagan administration. As a 
result, Congress addressed the administration's lack of 
attention to environmental matters by enacting many new laws.

What has changed the most since 1970, however, says Retize, 
are the students. "Due to increased availability of training in 
environmental and natural resource sciences," he says, "many of 
today's students enter law school equipped with a sophisticated 
knowledge of the ecological systems the law is intended to 
protect." Currently, about 54 post-J.D. students and more than 
200 J.D. students are enrolled in environmental law courses. 

The NLC offers interested students a variety of courses, 
including air pollution control, natural resources law, use and 
control of nuclear energy, and toxic tort litigation. Students 
can further develop their expertise through a clinical program at 
the NLC that provides internships with non-profit organizations 
as well as federal agencies. 

GW's environmental law graduates of the program can be found 
in government agencies, such as the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Departments of Justice, Energy, Defense and 
Transportation, as well as in private organizations, such as the 
Natural Resources Defense Council and the Sierra Club. Many 
other graduates practice in private law firms specializing in 
environmental issues. 

Looking back over the last 20 years, Reitze says, 
"environmental law has finally come of age."

GW ENROLLS RECORD NUMBER OF NATIONAL MERIT SCHOLARS 

WASHINGTON, DC — During an earlier trip to Washington, DC, 
Walter Busby of Cranston, RI, played the trombone in President 
Bush's inaugural parade. Now, Busby has come back to study 
international business at The George Washington University. 

The 1990 graduate of Cranston High School West, fourth in 
his class of 305, a veteran band member and student council vice 
president, Busby is one of a growing number of National Merit 
Scholars choosing GW for their undergraduate studies. 

This year, 44 Merit Scholars enrolled at GW, an increase 
from 23 in the fall 1989 freshman class and 10 in the 1988 
freshman class. The 1990 group includes National Merit 
Scholars, National Hispanic Scholars and National Achievement 
Scholars. 

High school juniors initially qualify for the National Merit 
program based on outstanding results on the Preliminary

Scholastic Achievement Text/National Merit Scholarship Qualifying 
Test (PSAT/NMSQT). Semifinalists then complete a detailed 
scholarship application and meet rigorous standards in order to 
achieve finalist level. Only finalists are considered for 
scholarships. 

A profile of GW's 1990 freshman class shows that 
approximately one-third of the students rank in the top 10 
percent of their high school classes. Another fourth are in the 
next 10 percent. 

Average SAT scores of the new class are 540 verbal and 590 
math, exceeding the 1989 national average for all high school 
seniors by more than 100 points. A perfect score is 800 for each 
section. 

Thirty-seven countries and 43 states, the District of 
Columbia and U.S. territories are represented in the new class. 
Those states showing the largest increases in enrollment over 
last year are Colorado, Louisiana, North Carolina, Washington, 
Indiana, Vermont, Kentucky and Kansas.

Background: 

With America trying to avert war in the Middle East and 
dig out of serious economic problems at home, how strong is our 
world standing? Declinists lament that the United States has 
lost ground as the number one world power. Revivalists contend 
that neither military might nor economic strength alone decides 
global influence. The debate will address these opinions. 

The discussion opens with Nau, a revivalist, speaking 
for 10 minutes. He will then respond to a question posed by 
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DEBATE 
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Lieber, a declinist. Wattenberg, a revivalist, will speak next 
and pose a question for Lieber — and so on through the panel. 

Topics will center on America's global standing, especially 
in view of the Persian Gulf crisis. Among the issues to be 
debated: What are the projected short and long term effects of 

the Gulf crisis? Is the U.S. military response overkill or an 
unprecedented example of leadership and dominance? Will the oil 
crisis severely undermine the U.S. economy, draw us into 
recession and reduce America's global leadership?

Nau, a former National Security Council (NSC) staff member, 
is author of the recently released book "The Myth of America's 
Decline: Leading the World Economy Into the 1990s" (Oxford 
University Press, 1990). He is an expert in U.S. foreign 
economic and trade policy, international technology and 
industrial competition and co-directs the U.S. - Japan Economic 
Agenda, a research group supported by the University, the Elliott 
School of International Affairs and the Carnegie Council on 
Ethics and International Affairs. 

Wattenberg is author of the forthcoming book "The First 
Universal Nation: Leading Indicators and Ideas About the Surge of 
America at Home and Abroad in the 1990s." He also is a 
syndicated columnist and contributing editor to U.S. News & 

World Report . His views are heard weekly on "Spectrum" a 
commentary program aired on the CBS Radio Network. 

Lieber, a graduate of Harvard, Chicago and Wisconsin 
Universities, is a professor in the department of government at 
Georgetown University. He had authored many books on world 
politics, U.S. foreign policy, the oil decade, and the Reagan era 
in American foreign policy. 

Vlahos has served as a strategic analyst with the Central 
Intelligence Agency and worked on several projects for the 
Defense Nuclear Agency. A graduate of Yale University and the 
Fletcher School of Law and Diplomacy, he is currently director of 
the Center for the Study of Foreign Affairs.

GW HOSTS "DISABILITY AWARENESS WEEK” 


Disabled students attending The George Washington University 
will highlight their capabilities during "Disability Awareness 
Week," October 29 to November 2. 

"The week is to foster awareness, and promote an 
understanding of persons with disabilities, as well as the 
accessibility of GW's campus," says Christy Willis, director of 
GW's Disabled Student Services (DSS). 

During the week, student-run panels and discussion groups 
will cover topics from special education to AIDS. Exhibitors 
will offer the latest in adaptive equipment at an adaptive 
technology fair. On Friday, November 2, disabled entertainers 
will dramatize their lives through rap music and a one-act play, 
"Horse of a Different Color." 

The week opens with a basketball fundraiser, Monday, 
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October 29 at GW's Smith Center with the Warriors, a 
professional, wheelchair basketball team. The Warriors meet a 
GW all-star line-up of fraternity members in a lively game of 
wheelchair basketball to help raise funds for new adaptive 
equipment for the University. Tickets are $3 at the door. The 
game begins at 7:30 p.m. 

"The Warriors have already presented a challenge," says 
Willis. "They say they will spot us whatever number of points 
they score in the first half and still beat us." 

No able-bodied team has scored against the professional 
wheelchair basketball team in 10 years. 

More than 1.3 million disabled students attend colleges and 
universities nationwide. Last year GW aided 172 disabled 
students, says Willis, providing such services as oral and sign 
language interpretors in the classroom, readers to the blind, 
scribes to take notes for the physically challenged and adaptive 
equipment such as voice synthesizers and computers with enlarged 
print to help people with other disabilities.
